The discussion w a s carried on be­ 
fore an a udience of more than 500 
business men from St. Louis, Ka n­ 
sa s City , and other urban centers 
here to protest en m a sse the pa s­ 
sa ge of wha t they termed “ radical 
legislation." 


Arou.sed by the a rguments a ga inst 
the bill, a dvoca tes of the mea sure 
ga thered forces for an im pressive 
delega tion before the 
com m ittee at 
toda y ’s session. 
These proponents 
cla im 
the 
m ea sures 
will 
equalize 
the tax burden, 
and 
relieve 
the 
fa rmers from oppresive 
taxation. 
The 
mea sure 
proposes 
income 
ta x ra nging from one and one-half 
per cent to four and one-half per 
cent, and a doubling of the corpora­ 
tion fra nchise ta x levy . 
Sponsors 
declare the proposals will ra ise the 
ta xes 17,000,000 the first y ea r in­ 
crea sing to $12,000,000 more by the 
tenth 
y ear. 
It 
is 
the 
revenue 
needed for putting into operation 
the 
survey 
com m ission’s 
recom­ 
menda tion for expenditures of $19 2.- 
000,000 in rehabilitation of the penal 
eleem osy na ry and educa tiona l insti­ 
tutions and building up the elem ent­ 
ary schools of the sta te.

amount,

proposes to shift $125,000,000 from 
the counties.

DALLAS, Tex., Feb. 18 .—The plan 
of the federal government for con­ 
trol of the flood Yvaters of the Mis­ 
sissippi river w'as outlined here to­ 
day by Major General Ly tle Brown

Sta tes array engineers, as the na­ 
tional drainage 
conserva tion 
and 
flood control congress met in its 
20th annual session. 


The plan adopted embraces tw’o 
principal methods, building of lev­ 
ees and diversion of excess water 
which cannot be restrained within 
the 
levees 
into 
other 
channels. 
These 
cha nnels 
along 
the 
loYver 
Mississippi are 
through 
the 
Boef 
basin, 
the Atcha fa la y a 
basin 
and 
Lake 
Pontcliartrain, all 
in 
Louis­ 
iana, to the Gulf of Mexico. 
Under the plan, General Brown 
said, levees are to be raised only 
to a “ reasonable" height, because 
levee lines are not permanent, and 
the cost of replacement has to be 
kept in mind. 
The danger from 
creva sses 
increa ses 
in 
proportion 
to the height of the levees, and it 
is deemed improbable by engineers 
that the levees ever can be built 
high nough to restrain the extra ­ 
ordinary flood wa ters such as have 
fiow’ed dow’n the ri\'er in the past.

—A row over possibility of the pro­ 
posed sta te highway patrol becom­ 
ing prohibition “ snoopers" developed 
in the house of the Missouri legisla ­ 
ture today when the bill for the 
patrol was called up for engross­ 
ment and the measure went over 
without action until tomorrow when 
the house adjourned. 
The measure, introduced by four 
representa tives

the Automobile Club of Missouri, 
the Sta te Federation of Labor, the 
governor, 
a ttorney 
general 
and 
others, came up with a number of 
committee a mendments and one of 
the 
principal 
ones, 
a 
change 
to 
strike out a section that the patrol­ 
men should be given all the powers 
of pea ce officers, precipitated the 
debate. 
Majority 
Floorleader 
James 
T. 
Blair, Jefferson City , took the floor 
urging adoption of the amendment, 
say ing that if the patrol officers 
were given general police powers 
it was feared they would stop and 
search and seize cars of private 
citizens “ if they had as little as a 
pint of whiskey ," and that if the 
bill enacted with the general police 
power provision, the patrol “ wouM 
be a disgrace to the sta te within 
four y’ears." 
He also said if the 
provision was left in it would de­ 
fea t the bill. 
“ I am tired of hearing of legisla ­ 
tion being urged to centralize power 
in this proposed group in Jeffer­ 
son City and to send a force of 
snoopers 
out 
over 
the 
sta te 
to 
search the private cars of citizens." 
Blair said he w'as spea king as 
he did because in other sta tes w'ith 
patrols YY’ith full police power the 
result had been as he pictured it 
would be in Missouri. 
Rep. T. J. Roney , Democrat, of 
Joplin, one of the sponsors of the 
bill, took exception to Blair’s re­ 
marks, along with Rep. Gray Sny ­ 
der, 
Democrat, 
of Lewis 
County , 
and others, opposing any change in 
the proposed police power for the 
force. 
Blair said the patrol should 
merely regulate traffic and enforce 
traffic laws. 
Sny der a sserted “ If 
y ou are going to enforce laYvs, go 
doYvn the line and enforce all of 
them, not only those y ou Yvant to 
enforce." 
The original bill would provide 
for a patrol of 144 patrolmen, gov­ 
erned by a superintendent appoint­ 
ed by the governor, but the com­ 
mittee a mendments would cha nge it 
considerably , reducing the force to 
115 men and cutting the proposed 
salaries materially .

acted upon and the bill will come 
up again tomorrow.

• One (ioes not need the report of the In­ 
ternational Labor 
Office, 
the 
workers' 
subsidiary of the League of Nations, to be 
informed that forced labor, or slaveiy , is 
universal in Russia. 
One has but to read 
between the 
lines of 
the 
boastful an­ 
nouncements of progress of the ‘Tive y ear 
plan” made by 
J oseph 
Stalin 
and his 
agents, including his newspapers, to per­ 
ceive it. 
They admit that, for the pres­ 
ent, living conditions in Russia are ex ceed­ 
ingly hard, say ing that the people must 
deny themselves comforts and conveni­ 
ences in order that there may be a great 
surplus for 
ex portation 
whereby the 
n|eans shall be obtained for the erection 
of huge productive plants essential to the 
ex ploitation of the country ’s resources. , 
This 
they 
accompany 
with 
another 
boast that there is in Russia no problem 
of unemploy ment. 
Every one has work to 
do, and every one does it. 
When there is but one employ er and 
he fix es wages at will, the alternative is 
to obey orders, to work, or starve. 
In 
Russia the state is the employ er (Russia is 
” one big factory ’'), and, be it remember­ 
ed, there is virtually no getting Out of the 
country , people are not allowed to leave, 
and if they were, there would be nowhere 
else to go— employ ment is not abundant 
in other countries at this time. : 
' 
Hence, when the state, the one em­ 
ploy er, say s ” work or starve,” the sj'Stem 
is slavery ex actly and surely as it was on 
southern plantations seventy y ears ago— 
with the notable difference that the negro 
slave usually lived in conditions so easy 
that starvation was impossible. 
Some­ 
times the lazy negro was flogged by the 
overseer, but refusal to work was not the 
self-infliction of the death penalty as in 
fact it is in Russia this day . 
Russia is a great country of tremendous 
area, of unlimited resources, rich, raw, un­ 
developed, and having 150,000,000 in- 
liabitants. 
Fancy the present territory of 
the United States containing in 18 31 123,- 
000,000 inhabitants and they under the 
iron rule of a dictator supported by a 
‘Ved” army , the labor subject to mobiliza­ 
tion, in bodies of 5,000 or 10,000, to the 
cotton, and the sugar plantations, to the 
mines, to railroad building— how terribly 
rapid would have been its development! 
The American 
population 
at that time 
was, however, one-fourth of what it is to­ 
day . 
In Russia are, in 19 31, the rich ex ­ 
panse of territory , the enormous popula­ 
tion, the mechanical invention! of the last 
century available, and Stalin, the one big 
overseer with a lash that reaches through­ 
out the land from border to border. 
It is 
no marvel that the speed of development 
is- unparalleled— the marvel would be if 
it were not. 
The bolshevik promise is that with the 
completion of the five-y ear plan and other 
five y ear plans to follow the production of 
goods will be so plentiful that the ‘'stand­ 
ard of living” will be elevated, every one 
will liave the good things of life and 
the distribution of them will be equal. 
Russia, therefore, should be the most 
inviting land that was ever known, for 
those who consent to live in slavery , but 
the instant that coercion shall be with­ 
drawn, that the “ dictatorship” shall end, 
a free people would have the problems, 
vex ations, dangers of freedom. 
Russia “ as one big factory ” carried on 
by forced or slave labor naturally threat­ 
ens the world. 
Were the United States 
with the start that it has, with its fac- 
(jries and other plants already operating, 
converted into a communistic state, with 
Mr. Hoover commanding as J oseph Stalin

Once the Russian people shall “ get on 
their feet,” once they shall “ have their 
bellies full,” they will without doubt fight 
for freedom and gain it. It is not conceiv­ 
able that 150,000,000 human beings will 
perpetually consent to live and labor as 
slaves, but until that time comes Russia is 
and will be a peril to all other countries.

INCOME TAX FACTS 
No. 15 
The revenue act provides that in 
computing net income, upon which 
the tax is assessed, there may be 
deducted from gross income several 
specific items, namely, business ex­ 
penses, interest, taxes, losses, bad 
debts, depreciation, depletion, and 
contributions. 
Business 
expenses 
constitute, 
usually, the largest item. 
Typical 
expenses of a mercantile establish­ 
ment are amounts paid for adver­ 
tising, hire of employees, rent, in­ 
surance, light, fuel, water, telephone, 
postage, 
stationery, 
printing, 
etc. 
The expenses of a manufacturing 
business includes labor, raw mater­ 
ials, supplies, light, heat, pow'er, 
and selling costs. 
A professional man, such as a 
lawyer, doctor, dentist, etc., may 
deduct the cost of supplies used in 
J • business, office rent, cost of 
light, heat, water, and telephone 
used in his offices, the hire of 
office assistants, and the amount 
expended in the operation and re­ 
pair of an automobile used in mak­ 
ing professional calls, due to pro­ 
fessional 
societies, 
and 
subscrip­ 
tions to professional journals. 
A 
professional man who uses his res­ 
idence both as his office and his 
home may, if he pays rent, deduct 
th^ rental value of the rooms oc­ 
cupied by him as an office, also 
the cost of light and heat furnished 
these rooms, and a portion of the 
wages of domestic servants w'hose 
time is partly occupied in caring 
for his office. 
Amounts currently 
expended for books, furniture, and 
professional instruments and equip­ 
ment, the useful life of which is 
short, may be deducted. 
The act provides for the deduc­ 
tion of “ordinary and necessary ex­ 
penses Incurred during the taxable 
year in carrying on any trade or 
business.” 
Note should be taken of 
the words “ordinary and necessary.” 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
has held, and is supported by the 
Board 
of 
Tax 
Appeals 
and 
the 
courts, that both of these features 
are necessary. 
Ordinary and neces­ 
sary expenses are defined as those 
which are usual and essential in 
the case of similar taxpayers.

The Capital 
News will continue as a d^ o c ra tic 
morning newspaper under its pres­ 
ent management with J. Kelly Pool 
as news editor. James Todd, one 
of the owmers of the Momerly Moni- 
tor-Index , acq uired an interest in 
the morning newspaper and 
will 
serve in an advisory capacity . 
R. C. Goshorn will have charge 
of the business management of both 
newspapers. 
Both the Post-Tribune and the 
Capital News are members of the 
Associated Press. 
“The merger is made solely for 
economic reasons in keeping with 
the trend of all newspapers in two- 
paper towns the size of Jefferson 
City ," the new management said.

QUITS AT EIGHTY-ONE

Flint, known as 
“The 
father of 
trusts," announced his retirement 
today at the age of 81. 
Once before he retired from busi­ 
ness and came back to it because 
he didn’t know how else to occupy 
himself. 
This time he say s he’s 
through for good. 
He and his 41 
y ear old wife, whom he married In 
1927 , are going to devote themselves 
to “keeping away from business." 
If the world was ever any body ’s 
stage it was the stage of Charles R. 
Flint. 
Beginning life on the docks 
at $4 a day after he had failed to 
land an office job at |4 a week, he 
spread his operations in dazzling 
fashion around the whole world. 
He bought a navy for the Czar of 
Russia, and built one for the Re­ 
public of Chile. 
He peddled war­ 
ships to Japan. One day found him 
in 
Constantinople 
negotiating 
for 
the sale of guns to Turkey and in 
the nex t he arrived at Moscow with 
a $35,000,000 letter of credit from 
Rothschilds. 
In 1908 he was uegotaiting for 
Wright airplanes for foreign gov­ 
ernments, and he 
was 
presented 
with a drinking cup by the Czar. 
Two y ears later he acq uired the 
American 
rights 
for Labeuf 
tor­ 
pedo boats. 
His 
ability 
as 
an 
organizer 
brought him the title of “Father 
of Trusts." 
His fine flair for doing 
big things in a big way , at a time 
when big business was just be­ 
ginning, brought his services into 
demand by many corporations.

Mr. White’s controversy with his 
superiors is a seq uel to the recent 
activity of Ben Lindsey , advocate 
of companionate marriage. As chair­ 
man of the speaker’s committee, Mr. 
White invited Lindsey to address 
the New York Churchmen’s Asso­ 
ciation. 
When Bishop William T. 
Manning protested White led the 
members In a movement to override 
the bishop and Lindsey spoke.

Seek­ 
ing to protest, Lindsey hopped on 
a table in the midst of the Bishop’s 
closing pray er and was ejected.
